tion of which last year was a muddy swamp, 
and supposed td be useless. 

From a piece of land, which last year was a 
mud hole, two acres in extent, this year, a no- 
ble yield has been realized. The following pre- 
sents in the rough, what will have been * 
from these teeming acres the present season 

and when we state that each was after its kind 
perfection, that the squashes and eabbages and 
melons were marvels, we shall only reiterate 
what the committees at the Fairs at Freeport 
and Chicago have declared of samples ggbmit- 
ted.

Case or Fravy.—Baldwin va. Fore- 

man Brot here The case of Frederick N. Baid- 

win vs. Henry Foreman, et. al., was again 

brought to trial in the Superior Court yester- 

day, before his honor, Judge Higgins. It will 
be remembered that this case wag tried some- 
time since, resulting in a verdict of $2.700 for 
the plaintiff, as reported at the time in the 
Press axp Trrscne.

This cloth- 
ing was mostly selected by Mr. Tripp, of the 
firm of Tripp, Hale & Co., who was to get a por- 
tion of it. 

It is alleged, by the plaintiff, that the goods, 
upon delivery, proved to be of a quality inferior 
to that agreed upon, were at exorbitant prises, 
and many of them of different kidns from those 
selected; for all which this action is now 
brought to recover damages.
